THE FIRST BIBLE-SOCIETY IN CHICAGO. 
LETTER FROM JOHN WENTWORTH. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Caicaao, March 25 Some months ago @ oor- 
respondent of Tue Tamer made some com- 
ments upon this subject, but he did not begin 
far enough back. Recently, a lady of this city 
has been overhauling her old papers and has 
very kindly sent to me a mass of pieces of old 
newspapers which she wiseiy thought would. be 
of some use in restoring the lost history of our 
city. Let others imitate her example! From 
them I have gathered the following history of 
the foundation of our first Bible-Society in 1835. 
Of the men engaged in that noble work, but two 
now remain amongst us,—Grant Goodrich and 
Philo Carpeater,—and [ am safe in saying that no 
two men in our city have taken a more active 
part in every good work, and made 
lees noise about it, than these two. 
They began early, and are still = their 
posts. Judge Goodrich was one of the purest 
men we ever had upon oar Bench, ana he lost 
his renomination, when his election was sure, 
only through the machinations of a corrupt 
clique of politicians who would not appreciate 
the fact that courts are created for law and jus- 
tice. He has lived, however, to see all 
brought before criminal tribunals and standing 
seif-convicted, awaiting their sentence, showing 
that the devil's rope is never so long but it has

© Rev. Mr. Hinton was a Baptist clergyman, 
the Rev. Mr. Mitchell a Methodist, the Rev. Mr. 
Porter a Presbyterian or Congregationalist, all 
of whom I have often heard preach. The two 
former are now deceased. 

John Wright, father-in-law of the late Gen. 
Webster, was a Deacon in the Presbyterian 
Church up to the time of his death. 

The two lemples were leading Baptists in this 
city. Dr. John T. Temple now resides in St. 
Louis, and is father-in-law of the Hon. Thomas 
Hoyne of this city, 

W. H. Brown was a Deacon in the Presbycerian 
Church in this city up to the time of his death. 

Thomas Wright was a law student in this city, 
became a lawyer at Racine, Wis., where he died. 

Lieut. Lous T. Jamieson was an officer at th 
Fort and and afterwards promoted to Captain, 
when he resigned and removed to Texas, where 
he died. Of the others I have no remembrance.

Resatved, That it is the imperative 8 of every 
Christian to extend the circulation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures to the utmost of his ability; and that this obliga- 
tion vill not cease till every individual who can read 
them is put in possession of a copy. 

On motion of the Rev. Jeremiah Porter, 
seconded by E. Thomas.“ Eaq., 

Resolved; That, for the accomplishment of this 
i expedient that we form ourselves into a 
Bible „ suxiliary to the American Bible Society. 

The movers of these resolutions supported 
them at some length with able and appropriate 
remarks. A suitable constitution for an auxiliary 
Bible Society was then presented, read, and 
adopted : and fifty-nine persous gave in their 
names as members, subscribing in the aggregate 
the sum of $85.25. 

The Society thus formed proceeded to the 
election of ite officers for the current year, and 
the following individuals were chosen unasi- 
mously :

The majority of his citations, granting them to 
be true, go to show that Saturday has been ob- 
served by various sects in Armenia, Abyssinia, 
and the West. But that is not the 
point in question. It is en undisputed 
fact that a number of the Jewish proselytes 
cling tenaciously to the Mosaic customs and cere- 
monies, and for some time observed Saturday. 
On account of this tendency among them, 
culties arose in the Apostolic Church between 
the Gentile and Jewish Christians.

we are informed that Jewish converts taught 
that The Gentiles must be circumcised and 
keep the law.“ Peter calls this to put a yoke 
upon the neck of the disciples.” Paul, how- 
ever, to accommodate the Jewish proselytes, cir- 
cumcised Timotheus. Why does not Mr. B. con- 
clude from this that we also must be circum- 
cised?

RELICIOUS MISCELLANY. 
‘THE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

During the month of January the contribu - 
tions received by the Presbyterian Board of For- 
éign Missions was nearly $100,000, and it is now 
hoped that the debt at the close of the year will 
not exceed $60,000. The Board of Home Mis- 
sions ended its last year with a debt, but will, in 
all probability, avoid embarrassment of that 
kind the present year, as the appropriations were 
reduced about $60,000. 

The Rev. E. P. Hammond's revival in Wash- 
ington City is hindered, his friends declare, by 
_ the indifference or aversion with which the 
Evangelical ministers regard him. Several Bap- 
tist Churches, two or three Methodists, and a 
single Presbyterian co-operate with him. As 
many as 563 have professed a religious experi- 
ence during the meetings, and others are desig- 
nated as anxious inquirers. 

The first Sunday in July has been set apart in 
the Reformed (Dutch) Church for the celebra- 
tion of the Centennial year. In case an earlier 
day is desired by any of the churches, the third 
Sunday in April has been recommended by the 
General Synod. The contributions upon these 
days are to be formed into a Centennial Semi- 
nary fund,” the interest of which is to be used 
for the support of the theological schools. 

The Methodists of Savannah, Ga., are building 
a Wesley Monumental Church as a memorial 
of the work of Wesley in that eity. There is to 

be a Memor e ial Room in the building, where 
books, pictures, and relics of interest relating to 
Wesley and Methodism will be kept.

The question is thus answered by the Post: 

The Paschal full moon falls on Saturday, April 8, 
4t forty-three minutes after 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
By lunar calculation, which governs the date of Easter 
n day begins at noon. Therefore the Paschal full 
moon falis, for the purpose of the church calendar, on 
Sunday, April 6; and the “first Sunday after,” re 
_ quired by the Prayer-Book, is April 18. 8 

Tbe Unttarian clergy in England, according to 
the correspondent of the Christian Header in 
that country, are suffering sally from starva- 
tion raves of salary.

Christians, but are a small and exclusive sect.

In our own State, out of 9,622, there have been 
twevie incarcerated, for various crimes, varying 
from one year to ten years’ imprisonment, and 
none in the United States has suffered capital 
unishmenot. Now, if I have shown conclusive- 

that Jewish temperance which permeates their 
whole life in habitefof drink, morals, and reli- 
gion, is so transcendentally superior to our own 
theory, we too had better adopt their platform 
and become practical. 

An incident and I have done, While I was 
visiting these Jewish families for statistics, I 
ascended the front steps of one house, three 
different evenings, each time the upper blind in 
the basement window beiug open. I could see the 
family surrounding the table reading and con- 
versing. Not knowing exactly what it meant, I 
withdrew, but the fourth time, the blind being 
sbut, I made the entrance, but found the family 
as before. I asked for the explanation, and, when 
I found nothing unusual was occurring, I cried 
within from the depth of my soul, Oh, that I 
bad been born a Jew!”

Some such 
compensation makes it an inducement for busi- 
ness men to give their time and best services to 
the city, instead of intrusting the public in- 
terests, as is so often done, to a Council clique 
whose sole occupation is to blackmail and steal 
from contractors and corporations.

Her 
appearance bespoke a reliance on her native 
beauty and her accomplishments, nor was her 
reliance misplaced. No sooner had ehe taken 
ber pete, near the President's family, thao all 
the beauty and fashion in the room gathered 
around her. The gentlemen were all dressed 
alike, but our eastern ladies unanimousiyv 
dressed in plain American calico, without an or- 
nament. The simplicity of their dress, their un- 
affected manners, their neatness, their ease, 
grace, and diguity, carried all before them like 
an electric shock. The diamonds sparkled in 
vain at that levee, and Western unadorned neat- 
ness, modesty, and beauty bore off the palm. 
Our Western ladies had feit some uneasiness be- 
fore the levee about the result, but their friends 
assured them correctly enough that republican 
simplicity would triumph over all eroases and 
diamonds,”

Shower of Coriandoli, 


Schneider, the Queen-Dowager of Opera 
Bonfie---How English Women 
Dress. 


A Concert “by Command . - The Cathe- 
dral at Upsola, Sweden---Marshal 
MacMahon at Versailles, 


THE NAPLES CARNI ; 

Writing from Naples on Feb. 23, the eorre- 
spondent of the London Daily News save: 
‘‘Favored by weather exceptionally soft and 
sunny, the opening day of the Carnival festiv- 
ities was a brilliant success. Nothing could ex- 
ceed the order, good humor, and festal enjoy- 
ment of the enormous crowd that thronged the 
whole length of the Toledo and the vast space 
of the Piazza del Piebiscite, in front of 
the Royal Palace. The view of the great street, 
in its majestic length, clearly visible from 
end to end—every balcony, and many of the 
roof-tops, crowded with spectators was a sight 
not sooo to be forgotten, and these two things 
the aspect of the crowd and the street—were 
the two impressions likely to abide longest with 
all who witnessed them. The lower balconies— 
those of the entresol and the first floor—were 
several of them very artistically decorated, and 
these balconies were crédwded with tae beauty 


and fashion of Naples—al! eagerly intent ou 
what to them was the great pleasare of the day, 
the incessant and inexhaustible discharge of 
coriandoli, (bard comfits,) thrown at full force 
from elegantly-mounted scoops at all passers-by, 
especially at those who passed in carriages. tn 
order to secure a constant supply of this holiday 
ammunition most of the lower baiconies were 
provided with long wooden troughs, kept con- 
stantly full of comfits, so that from noon till 
dusk there need be no pause,—and there was no 
pause in the pelting of the pitiless storm. Soon 
the street was white and inch-deep under the 
incessant discharge of the sugary hail; the 
crowd from being s black became a dusky gray 
mass, and the linivgs of the carriages looked 
as though flour sacks had been emptied 
over them. Aoy rash person who ventured 
upon smart attire, as but few did, was the 
object of peculiar fury, and ove poor lady, a pro- 
vincial, who in her innocence appeared in all the 
splendor of a new blue satin toilet, was com- 
pelled fairly to leave her vehicle and take ref- 
uge as best she could under a carriage entry. 
There must be some strange fascination in 
whitening one's fellow-creatures with sugar- 
plums, for many of the fairest occupants of the 
lower balconies continued the pastime with un- 
wonted exertion till the bright day bad passed 
into twilight, and the aim became uncertain in 
thedusk. The people, the street, and the joyous 
escape from conventiovalism of one of the most 
conventional societies in the world were the really 
striking facts of the festivity, but the show proper 
was not at all bad. The cavalcade of the Arab 
Emir, with its camels and admurably-got-up 
Bedouins, and its wild march music especially 
composed for the occasion, was exceedingly ef- 
fective, and the comfit artillery was suspended 
as it passed, froma very proper desire not to 
startle the horses, who, as it was, required very 
dexterous handling to get them safely through 
the enormous pressure of the crowd. What 
this was may be judged of by the fact that 
this cavalcade, which started from some dis- 
tance beyond the Museo at about 12:30, did not 
reach the open space in front of the Roval 
Palace till nearly 1:30, the distauce covered be- 
ing a little over 1'¢ miles. After the cavalcade 
came the cars, ten in number, several pf them 
very ingenious in device and tasteful in execu- 
tion. The most admired Of ail was that of the 
artiste—the colossal figure of a siren, beautiful 
in face and form, rising regally out of the waves 
aud draggiug after her as she advanced, tower- 
ing higb over the crowd, a vast net. which form- 
ed the car, laden with shells and corals and other 
sea spoils, among which, dwarfed by her 
vast bulk, appeared, ia quaint disguises and 
closely masked, several of the artist notabilities 
of Naples. A half-moon of mother-vf-pearl, 
filled with mummers in bright azure, silver- 
spangied ; a tropical forest glade, its palms higb 
in the wind, tenanted by apes; a huge balloon 
rising to the height of the third stories, with in- 
numerabie smaller balloons swinging and surg- 
ing aronod it; a great galley with lofty poop, 
manned by mediwval mariners; a moving gar- 
den, with parterres and fountains and statues ; 
a raised tabie with fair damask table-cioth, 
bearing a double row of richiy-adorned bon-bon 
boxes, out of each of which darted up from 
time to time a maguificently decorated cavalier : 
these were some of the most generally applaud- 
ed devices. Each of these cars had its well- 
stored magazine of coriandoli, and each was 
duly provided with its ammunition trougha, and 
every merry mummer had his scoop in his 
band, and the battie raged interminably between 
cars and balconies, especially at those points 
where the street was parrowest and the locomo- 
tion most difficult. Among the ladies no one 
more eminently distinguished herself in the 
mimio fray than “the Countess Mirafiore. 
Among the cavaliers the palm must, perhaps, 
be awarded to ten members of the 
Jeunesse Dore, of Naples, who, from the weil- 
stored balcony of the Cafe de Naples, pores 
forth their mimic fire on all opponeuts>till dusk 
came at first to slacken aud finally to stop the 
combat. And then came one of the prettiest 
parts of the day’s show. Suddenly, from all 
the cars and from many of tie balconies along 
the vast length of the street and in front of the 
lioyal Palace, where the King was stationed, 
there sprang up high jetsof bright flame, and 
then an all-illuminating vapor of crimson and 
azure fires; and the cars, as they passed slowly 
along, moved to music, each having its band, 
and the great show came to a triumphant close 
amid the glare of a great illumination and the 
enlivening strains of Offenbach and Lecocq.” 


SCHNEIDER. 

Grace Greenwood writes from Paris to the 
New York Times: One night we ail (I make a 
clean breast of it) weut to see and hear Schoei- 
der, the queen dowager of opera bouffe, now that 
Judie reigns in her stead. She condesecends to 
play in the Folies Dramatiques, a little dingy 
theatre, which we found very sparsely filied with 
a motley, but most demonstrative audience. 
Schneider is fair, fat, and 40 something. 
retaining very little of the beaaty 
of her blooming, joyous, audacious 
youth. Of grace of figure or action litsle 
now remains; she is undeniably coarse, but 
there is still a strange sort of magnetism about 
the woman—in her rich, strong vitality, her 
abandon; her abounding, perennial jollity. She 
radiates a strange contagious insouciance —some- 
thing luxurious, defiant, and debonnaire—which 
you certammly do not approve of, morally or 
esthetically, but which you can hardly reseat or 
resist, a8 you doubtless should. She is still 
evidently the idol of a certain class of people— 
bourgeoisie and lower down in the social scaie— 
as she was once the idol of gay young nobiles 
and Princes. It was almost. startling to hear 
the shouts and the strange, shrill cries of delight 
which burst from the galleries whenever she 
sang one of her peculiar songs, in her rich, rol- 
licking way, or which greeted her most audacious 
bits of acting. Schneider still wears her famous 
jewels, many of them the gifts of Princes. In 
one scene of La Belle Poule” she looked as 
been out in a rain of diamonds, 
and was dripping with great drops and live 
— — of light. They seemed out of keeping 
with that uvrefined place of entertainment, 
where a free and easy audience talked aud 
laughed loud between the acts, ate oranges and 
chocolate, aud drank lemonade and edurogie. 
But even in that little low-priced opers-house 
we found admirable stage appointments. bril- 
liant costumes, and good acting—even in the 
subordinates, But, as I have seid, such things 
you will find in Paris theatres—as 
matters of course. The only exception we have 
seen is the Italian Theatre, whose shortcomings, 
incougruities, and often absurdities, in Shak- 
epearean representations especially, only novelty 
and great genius can make up for and make 
pass. That the pampered pisy-goers of this 
most critical and artistic city are 60 indalgent 
with them ie certainly s matter for wonder. 
They sll crowd the Salle Ventadour three 
nights a week, and are fast acquiring d taste for 
English tragedy, served up with Italian. sauce, 
smothered in the sweet cream of Tuscan speech.

The ugliest thing we have seen in London is 
her womenkind. This is owing in a great meas- 
ure to the untasteful dress. Taine has not ex- 
aggzerated one whit in deriding the English 
woman s dress. It is almost 8 caricature. The 
elementary principles of taste seem unknown. 
The leading idea is to get as much cost a possi- 
ble in costume, and as little beauty. W oe one 
lady who wore a seal-skin jacket, trimmed with 
silver fox far, 20 inches wide, plaited on in 


heavy box plaits. The hideous effect may be 
imagined. But she had paid 8600 for her trim- 
ming. and was happy. (Don't leave this out. 
Mr. Editor, the women will understand it, if the 
men don’t.) They trim their dresses elaborate- 
ly round tue middie of the body, and tuck them 
Ap at the sides with mathematical precision, 
They look like market women with their pan- 
niers. There is not a line of grace in the square 
sturdy figures. The abundance of color 
is «another prominent feature in Eu- 
gies women’s apparel. Not the lily, the 
lily of the field, but Solomon in his glory is their 
ideal. Blue, green, purple, and — flash along 
the street, often allcombined in one costume. 
They dress more outrageously in traveling than 
anv peopte in the world. One lady—a genuine 
lady in our coach—wore a scarlet petticoat, a 
gray overdreses, a blue hat and a brown feather! 
At the theatre among the haut noblesse, who sat 
in the stalls, we saw an old lady dressed in 2 
low crimson satin, pink rose in her gray hair, 
diamonds on her withered neck, and a blue 
cloak half off her shoulders. Now and then one 
sees a young gitl extraordinarily pretty aud 
fresh, but of the old ladies not one have 1 seen 
to compare with those beautiful old women of 
America, who wear their years hkeso many 
added charms, whose silver bair shines like a 
glory around gentle faces that years and sorrow 
paaees have refined and spiritualized to a 

eauty beyond the rose and rounded outlines of 
youth. o best dressed people we have seen 
are the actresses and the shop giris. The latter 
wear that very prettyand becoming dress, a 
plain black silk with s long train, and a black 
velvet jacket. 


A CONCERT “BY COMMAND.” 

A London letter, Feb. 25, says: Yesterday 
afternoon a concert was given by command” 
of the Queen, and in her presence, in the Albert 
Hall at Kensington, for the purpose of giving s 
hft to that broken-down speculation, which is at 
present in such a desperate state that it can 
hardly keep itself in decent repair, Sine the 
Prince Consort's death, the Queen's veneration 
for his memory has been systematically 
worked upon by a set of quacks and 
jobbers for their own purposes, and a num- 
ber of exhibitions have been got up, ostersibly 
to promote the views of the Prince as to the re- 
generation of the world by means of science 
and art, but in reality to serve the private ends 
of a clique of intriguers and land jobbers. 
There has, in fact, been a regular conspiracy to 
bring together a group of museums and kindred 
institutions in this district, in order to raise the 
value of house property, and to provide snug 
places for the Cole family and its numer- 
ous branches. It is melancholy to think 
of the memory of sughs man as the Prince 
Consort being dragged through the dirt in this 
way, and the public are getting very sick of it. 
The Queen, however, is blind to what is so ob- 
vious to the rest of the world, and tries to 
force the Kensington show down people’s 
throats by royal command, even offering herself 
personally for exhibition in order to turn 
lovaity aod curiosity to account for the benefit 
ot her pet superstition, There was certainly a 
good gathering at the Albert Hall yesterdey 
but the fact that the seats from which the Queen 
could not be seen were conspicuously empty, 
showed that it was the rare sight of royalty, and 
not the music, whi was the attraction. The 
concert being in thé afternoon, there was a die- 
mal mixture of gas and foggy dsylight. The 
Queen, though she bad only to sit still. found 
herself so fatigued chat she went off in the mid- 
dle of the concert, aud most of the company fol- 
lowed her example. So much for the advance-

THE CATHECRAL AT UPSALA. 

A letter from Sweden to the San Francisco 
Chronicle says: The Cathedral occupies the 
site of an old heathen temple, and ancient tradi- 
tions speak of ita immense size and enormous 
wealth. Behind the altar at the end of the 
church, which is 370 feet in length, is a 
chapel called the Gustavian Chapel, principally 
sightworthy for ita central monument in mar- 
ble. This consists of a catafalque 6 or 8 
high, the four corners surmounted by high 
obeiisks. On this catafaique rest three marbie 
statues of life size, representing Gustavus I. 
and two of his wives. His ashes with those of 
bis three wives molder in the vault directly be- 
neath. The walle of this chapel are covered be- 
tween the windows of painted glass with a series 
of seven frescoes, painted between forty and 
tifty years ago and representing important events 
in the life of Gustavus. 

Leaving the Gustavian Chapel the visitor is 
shown the treasures of the Cathedral, among 
which is an ancient imageof the heathen god 
Thor. ‘There are also several golden crowns be- 
longing to past Kings, for this Cathedral was 
long the coronation place of Swedish sover- 
eigns. Here, too, is a golden chalice, with other 
vaiuable things, brought from Prague during 


the Thirty Years’ War. At the side of the altar 


is a silver casket or shrine plated with gold; 
this is 3 or 4 feet long, and iw said to con- 
tain the bones of st. Eris, the patron 
saint of Stockholm, who died in the 
year 1160. at was he who put an 
end to the continual wars which had raged be- 
tween the worshipers of Odin and the Chris- 
tians from the time of the first introducuon of 
Christianity into Sweden about the year 1000. 
There are many tombs and mural monuments, 
some of which are 500 hundred years old. But 
no one will forget to look for the nameof Lin- 
peus, who lies buried here. A tablet in the 
form of an obelisk projects from a side wall 
near the end opposite the altar, and bears the 
name and medallion portrait of Linnewas. A 
photographer was taking a picture of it during 
our visit. 
MARSHAL M’MAHON AT VERSAILLES. 

Paris correspondence London Dai Tele- 
graph: Great preparations are being made at 
Versailles for the reception of the Marshal, the 
new Deputies, andthe Senators. The Prefecture, 
where the Marshal resides and holds bis recep- 
tions when the Assembly is sitting, bas under- 
gone a thorough change. Stone partitions have 
been destroyed and movable screens placed in 
their stead, in order that the President, who is 
very fond of walking up and down the room, 
may have plenty of space for his indoor con- 
stitutional. He bas also had the distribution of 
his bedroom completely changed. It is now all 
ablaze with earpeta, chairs, and curtains ex- 
actly the color of the red breeches worn by the 
army. Opposite the door, in a corner of the 
room, is a long, narrow iron bedstead, with only 
one mattress. This is the Marshal's camp bed, 
the one he used all through the last 
war; over it, on the wail, hangs 
a trophy of swords, revolvers and 
epaulets. By the bedside is a small biack o 
table, a present of the Queen of Spain, which is 
bollowed out in the middle to the depth of 10 
inches. In this cavity are some choice Havana 
cigars, and around them. on the table itself, 
books and a wax taper, by the light of which the 
Marshal smokes aud reads every night on going 
to rest until it dies out im its socket. On the 
opposite wall, immediately on the right of the 
door, is a large picture of the battle of Solferino, 
painted by Horace Vernet, and representing the 
Marshal heading a cavairy charge.

A Paris letter to the New York Times says: 
The prize drama, “ La Nouveau Monde,” opens 
in the County of Oumberland. im Ireland. A 
certain Lord Cecil tells his wife very coolly that 
he is going to divorce her for state reasons, and 
go to the New World.

Mrxx, in- 
deed, carried matters with such a high hand, 
and so openly packed the Convention with 
his retainers from the old Sixth and First 
Wards, that in a fit of irrepressible disgust 
Patrick O’Brren bolted and announces him- 
self as an independent candidate for Collector 
against Evans. It may be observed of 
O’Brien that he as much deserves the votes 
of decent people as does Evans; and of 
both that no two candidates ever more 
deserved defeat. 


There is a diplomatic breeze brewing over 
the case of Wrixstow, the Boston forger and 
defaulter. In response to the demand for his 
surrender under the Extradition treaty, the 
British Government has address ed a formal de- 
mand to the President, through the Secretary 
of State, that before Winstow be extradited 
an act shall be passed by Congress 
exempting him from trial except for the crime 
for which his surrender is asked. This de- 
mand is made pursuant to an act of Parlia- 
ment passed in 1870. The demand for 
Winstow’s extradition, however, is made 
under the treaty of 1842, which con- 
tained no such stipulation as that made 
in the British demand. Secretary Fisn 
takes the position that Parliament could not 
by subsequent legislation and without the 
consent of the United States add conditions 
to the treaty, and asserts the determination 


to insist upon WtsLow's extradition accord- 


ing to the terms of the treaty. Hence the 
breeze which threatens troublesome compli- 
cations. — 


Gov. Harrranrt, of Pennsylvania, is at 
Washington, and has dined with BLA and 
hasn't dined with Conxima, wherefrom the 
political quid-nuncs deduce the momentous 
conclusion that Roscor’s chances of having 
the Pennsylvania delegation to Cincinnati in- 
structed to cast the vote of the State for him 
are not so good as he has reckoned them. 
Again, the friends of Coxxl mo admit that, 
unless they secure for him the vote of Penn- 
sylvania, his dubious victory in the New York 
State Convention will scarce avail to save 
him; in short, that his salvation, so 
far as getting to the White-House 
goes, depends upon Pennsylvania. This 
all will, of course, enable every reader of 
Tae Trrsune to figure out to his own satis- 
faction how slender are Roscox's prospects 
for the Cincinnati nomination, of which no- 
body west of the Erie Canal, we believe, ever 
suspected he stood in peril. What is more 
to the point, Conxzro’s friends returned 
from the Syracuse Convention to Washing- 
ton admit that the New York delegation, 
though instructed, will not all regard them- 
selves. bound thereby, and that on the sec- 
ond ballot at least twenty-five of the dele- 
gated will vote against him, which will be 
liable to then and there terminate his Presi- 
dential race. 


MACHINE POLITICS. 

The curse of American politics, and conse- 
quently of American Governments, is the 
fact that politics are worked by machinery. 

„% favorite son” has à machine work- 
oy his exclusive interest. Every State 
has ite machines, worked by its aspiring 
statesmen, and every Congressional District, 
every city and county, and every ward, has 
its politics worked by a machine. The 
Nation givesa graphic and interesting his- 
tory of how the politics of the recent State 
Convention in the State of New York were 
operated by the Cox machine.” Mr. 
Comma has been a Senator of the United 
States for some years. He is a gentleman of 
moderate abilities, but of immense conceit. 
During his public service he has never risen 
above the status of a mere politician, devoting 
his time and abilities to the manipulations of 
local politics rather than to any measures of 
statesmanship. Of course he has aspirations 
for the Presidency, and, as a means to that 
end, has set up in the State of New York a 
„machine t operate the politics of that 
State. The Union League of New York City, 
representing the great mass of the voters of 
that metropolis, recently adopted a series of 
resolutions urging that the State Convention 
be composed of delegates having higher aims 
than the mere glorification of any ane man; 
opposing the practice of “pledging” the 
delegates to the National Convention to the 
support of any particular candidates; and 
generally denying the binding obligation of 
the action of a convention controlled by an 
organized machinery of office-holders.” 

That their resolutions expressed the senti- 
ments of the great mass of the Republicans 
of the State of New York, and especially of 
the city, there is no doubt. They were in- 
dorsed by all the Republican papers, repre- 
senting all divisions of opinion in the party. 


But the power of the machine was soon ex- 


hibited. The office-holders at once went to 
work, and in ten days every Assembly Dis- 
trict in the City of New York had elected 
delegates to the State Convention, and every 
single one of them was pledged to nominate 
Roscon CoxxLMO for President.” The eleo- 
tion of an unanimous delegation in favor of 
ConELING in a city where he had no strength 
but illustrates the power of the “ machine ” 
in politics. The Nation says: 

Mr. ConxLine’s success at the present moment is 
the best possible illustration of the working of the 
system, for the very reason of his utter want of rea! 
merit as a candidate. I he were in any way a dis- 
tinguished or able man, there might be some. doubt 
about the true explanation of his rise in politics, But 
de ia not. He has, since his appearance in Oongress, 
done nothing that even his friends can bring forward, 
except make s number of windy speeches, containing 
no thought or suggestion of thought on any subject 
of interest to any human being. There is no profes- 
sion, trade, or calling outside of politics in this country 
in which bis manner ef performing his duties would 
not in a month's time have brought him into general 
discredit and in danger of losing bis livelihood. His 
success is, therefore, only attributable to ope cause— 
the machine. He has now for eight years been devot- 
ing bis whole time to making the 10,000, more or less, 
office-boiders in this State his retainers; and he bas 
succeeded. He has removed and appointed, punished 
and assessed, and encouraged and reprimanded, until 
they all feel, and feel rightly, that the Government 
which employs them is not that of the United States, 
but Connie Government. They find that the herd 
of voters outside go on voting the Boes ticket, 
while inside the Boes fixes the names en it him- 


self. 

The machine which sccomplished this 
result in New York was operated by Messrs. 
A. B. Cornet, Buiss, and Saanpz, with their 
understrappers in the Federal offices, each 
holding his place at the pleasure of Mr. 


Roscen Conuzine, United States Senator. 
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How they accomplished it it is unnecessary 
to explain in Chicago, where the system 
brought from New York has been in success- 
ful operation for years. The machine 
control of politics is familiar to the country, 


Washington over the appointment of an 
honest man as Collector of Internal Revenue 
in Chicago shows how sacredly the ma- 
chines are protected and defended by their 
owners and managers. 

We have in Chicago, as we have no doubt 
they have in New York, a body of men 
whose interest is in the dividends from the 
machine. These men nominally belong to 
both parties, but they are a profession. 
When a convention is needed to appoint del- 
egates, the machine begins to operate. It 
employs this body of professionals, and, 


attend the primaries and do the work faith- 
fully. The machine, though manipulated by 
the local officers, does the work of its 
proprietor. Conxiixa took care to put 
the right men in the right places in New 
York, and there are others just as skilled as 
ConkLING in the management of machine 
politics. 

There are various machines. Mayor Cot- 
VIN runs an extensive machine, which con- 
trols the Common Council. Aldermen run 
small machines, including permissions to run 
saloons free of license, and thereby control 
ward politics. Then the people of this State 
have had the novel spectacis of a Governor 
of Illinois with his machine, operated by his 
Penitentiary and other appointe.s, running 
the saloons and dance-houses of Chicago, to 
push a delegation to go to Springfield to re- 
nominate the veteran pietist. The machine 
is in operation. The crank is turned at 
Springfield, and the Railroad Commission, 
the Grain-Inspection Department, Justices 
of the Peace, and the Penitentiary, and the 
traders in railroad passes, all dance in the 
liveliest manner, and drink accordingly, to 
promote the election of an unanimous dele- 
gation pledged to vote for the nomination of 
a man at Springfield who wields this patron- 


age. 

The American people as a body have the 
notion that they govern themselves, but the 
facts do not justify the assumption. The 
Senators and Representatives at Washington 
have usurped the appointment of all persons 
in the civil service, and, through these 
stipendiary operatives, each works a ma- 
chine,” by which, as in the case of ConKLING, 
State Conventions instruct delegates how to 
vote for Presidents, and @vernors, and 
members of Congress; and the only office 
and function of the people is to ratify at the 
polls the work of the few thousand profes- 
sional primary-meeting regulators hired for 
the occasion. In the same way Congressmen 
have themselves nominated, and Governors 
secure delegates, and all office-holders, from 
the highest to the lowest, become mere tend- 
ers or feeders to some other man’s ‘‘ machine.’ 


THE COUNCIL VOTE ON THE MAYOR’S 
ELECTION. 

The effort has failed to obtain from the 
Council a call for a special election for Mayor 
to be held on the same day as the regular 
election for other city officers. It will prob- 
ably be renewed next Monday evening, but 
‘here is no likelihood that the result can be 
changed. The exact vote on the proposition 
was as follows: s

The list in the negative is the Black List, 
which every citizen, whether Republican or 
Democrat, should save for,election-day, in 
order to refuse his vote and support to 
every man whose name it contains. There 
were two Aldermen absent. Sronx, of the 
Fifth Ward, went out of the city before he 
knew a special meeting was to be called, and 
could not return in time; his disposition in 
the matter is shown by the effort he made to 
have his vote paired. Mr. Dickmson’s ab- 
sence is not so well explained. There is an 
unsubstantiated statement that he was sick, 
but it is alleged, on the other hand, that he 
was seen about town as usual during the day. 
It has been suggested that Mr. Dicxrnson’s 
absence can best be explained by the fact. 
that he is a brother-in-law to the lawyer 
whom Cor vm recently appointed Corporation 
Attorney, and that he preferred, therefore, 
not to vote on the question to depose Mr. 
Col yum. It is not easy to explain 
the votes of some other members of 
the Council. Mr. Firzogratp, for in- 
stance, though a Democrat, has been steadi- 
ly opposed to the bummer Government of 
which Conv is the chief representative; 
and it is strange that, at a time when he 
might have made this opposition effective, he 
should have surrendered to Col vm and disre- 
garded the wishes of his ward. Some of the 
men who voted against the right of the peo- 
ple to choose their own Mayor have pretend- 
ed to be Republicans, among them Warren, 
of the Second Ward; Ware and Gunpzn- 
son, of the Eleventh Ward; EoxnAnor, of 
the Fifteenth Ward; Srour and Mann, of the 
Sixteenth ; and LN AOR and Scuarrnenr, 
of the Seventeenth. Republican voters 
should draw a black mark over every one of 
those names whenever offered for nomina- 
tion or election to any office. This is the 
best possible punishment that can be meted 
out to these individuals, for they are all pro- 
fessional politicians, and they desire either to 
be re-elected to the Council, or to be sent to 
the Legislature, or to live upon the public in 
some other capacity. Not one of them 
should ever be permitted to hold office at the 
hands of the Republican party, which is not 
in favor of usurpation or the defeat of the 
popular will by any trick or subterfuge. 

HILDRETH was CoLvin’s principal attorney 
in the Council, and managed his case. He 
delivered himself of some propositions that 
were as 8 ing in their nature as they were 
overpowering in their oratorical dress. He 
announged with a flourish that the Supreme 
Court had already decided the case! when it 
is a matter of common notoriety that the Su- 
preme Court declined to decide the case, and 
left the Council free to act as it saw fit. 
Whether this misrepresentation of Hitpretu's 
deceived anybody or not cannot be known, 
but it is more probable that: those who voted 
against calling an election would have done 
so in any case, and without any regard to the 
law or to the rights of the people. The men 
who voted that Cor vm shail be permitted to 
usurp the office a year longer did so 
in the interest of a corrupt and dan- 
gerous combination to control the patron- 
age of the City Government and exercise 
an influence in the disposal of the city 
moneys. Another proof of this is found in 
the lobby influence in this matter, in which 
all the members of the present City Govern- 
ment, and all their friends, have spared no 


| effort. They are doubtful as to whether an- 
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and the recent violent and excited times at 


placing in their hands the list of delegates | 
to be chosen, the men who are hired to elect 


other Council can be elected in the interest 
of the tar-eaters, but they are fully persuaded 
that, if they can retain Cor vm in the office of 
Mayor, they can run things the same as 
ever. They may find that they ary mistaken 
in this assumption. We show in another 
article how the new Council may assume con- 
trol of the matter, and the question of Cor- 
vs usurpation, therefore, enters into the 
approaching election. With this additional 
incentive to the election of a Council in the 
interest of the tax-payers, the tax-payers and 
respectable citizens will scarcely neglect their 
duty. One thing is certain: There can be 
no reform and there wil! be no step in the di- 
rection of retrenchment as long as the Ad- 
Interim holds the office. It is not for this 
purpose that he desires to hold on. 


THE COMING CITY ELECTION. 

On the 18th of April, or three weeks from 
Tuesday next, the people of Chicago will be 
called upon to elect an entirely new Common 
Council, consisting of thirty-six Aldermen, a 
City Clerk, an Attorney, and a Treasurer. 
Unfortunately, the majority of the present 
Council has decided that the people shall not 
have an opportunity of electing a Mayor 
and thus securing an entirely new City Gov- 
ernment. 

It should be borne in mind that under the 
new charter the Common Council is invested 
with greatly enlarged powers; in point of 
fact, the Common Council is practically abso- 
lute in the government of the city. Many, 
if not all, of the wholesome legal restraints 
upon the powers of the Council have been 
repealed, and now all power of govern- 
ment is concentrated in the Council. They 
are dictators, with full power to create offices 
and to abolish them, fix salaries, and to ap- 
propriate money. Never, under any previous 
charter, has the Common Council had such 
unlimited powers as the next Council will 
have. 

Citizens, therefore, will take notice that 
the character of the City Government for 
the next two years will depend on the selec- 
tions they make for Aldermen within the 
next few weeks. The voters of each ward 
will have the selection of two Aldermen, 
and the Aldermen who will be elected must 
be selected at the primary meetings. Prac- 
tically, the Aldermen will be selected at the 
primary meetings. Will voters attend those 
meetings and do what they can to name can- 
didates such as they would like to have 
elected ? 

The new Council will be charged with the 
election of a temporary Mayor in place of 
Mr. Cotvry. The new charter provides that 
when the vacancy in the office of Mayor is 
for more than à year, it shall be filled by a 
popular election’; but the Mayor and Council 
having refused to let an election for Mayor 
take place, the charter provides that where 
the vacancy is for less than a year, then the 
Common Council shall select one of their 
own number, who shall serve as Mayor until 
the next election. Electing a new Common 
Council, therefore, will include the election 
of the future Mayor, and the voters of each 
ward, in selecting candidates for Aldermen, 
should choose two men either of whom would 
be competent for the duties of Mayor. Better 
have a Council with thirty-six Aldermen, 
each one of whom would make a good Mayor, 
than a Council made up as a majority of it 
generally is, of men who are not fit for any 
public office. 


THE WHISKY PROSECUTIONS. 

The “‘ laying down,” and “‘ squealing,” and 
other performances, which, in the current 
highly-expressive slang, signify confession of 
guilt and effort to make the best terms with 
the Government by the parties indicted for 
complicity in the Chicago Whisky-Ring, have 
ceased ; and the first square. stand-up fight 
against one of the indictments, made by 
Pala and Russ, is in progress in the 
United States Court. The case has been 
stoutly contested; the testimony has taken a 
wide range; the cross-examinations have 
been searching; and the result of it has been 
that a flood of light has been let in upon the 
operations of the Whisky-Ring here Of 
course the other side remains to be heard, 
and the folly and injustice of attempting to 
pass upon the merits until it shall have been 
heard is obvious. But the query that inevi- 
tably presents itself upon the testimony ad- 
duced by the Government is, What defense 
can be made that will avail to overcome the 
apparently invincible array of proof not only 
against Panuman and Rusa, but against other 
parties awaiting trial, and in whose interest 
obviously the cross-examinations of witnesses 
for the Government have been made ? 4 

JUNKER and his partner RoxLLx, of the rec- 
tifying firm, both testified directly, and with 
only such minor variations in their testimony 
as tend to show that it was not preconcert- 
ed, that, for an extended period, they regu- 
larly and systematically received and dis- 
posed of the crooked from the defendants 
under the arrangement with them for de- 
frauding the revenue; that the steal was 
operated by the simple device of stamping 
spirits as of 100 proof the actual proof of 
which was 188,—8o that to fifteen barrels of 
it, atarough estimate, fourteen barrels of 
water had to be added to reduce it to 100 
proof, or, in other words, so that the Govern- 
ment was cheated out of nearly one-half the 
tax; that, to further increase the steal, the 
stamps (which under the law should be de- 
stroyed, having been used only to eover the 
spirits in transit, for which other stamps are 
issued to the rectifiers) were regularly re- 
moved from the barrels, and the next dey 
returned to Panta and Ross to be 
placed upon other barrels of spirits, 
so that they were made to do double 
service. The testimony of Jcnxer and 
Rogue was corroborated in the main partic- 
ulars by Rozuxiz’s son; by the bookkeeper ; 
by the Government Storekeeper, MoxLLM, 
who with charming nawele swore that $1.25 
per barrel tempted him, and that, after wrest- 
ling with his conscienee fourteen days, he 
„fell“ into the arrangement; by Marrzax, 
another Storekeeper, who swore he was proof 
against offers of $2, but that he also fell for 
$2.50 per barrel, and assisted in the steal as 
well as incidentally thereto perjuring himself 
in making his official reports; by Bexouzn, a 
Gauger, whose conscience was satisfied with 
nothing less than $3 per barrel for his por- 
tion on divide of the plunder, and who in ex- 
planation or justification, or both, swore that 
it was Jaze Reem who seduced him, leaving 
it to be, of course, inferred that his conscience 
was not reconciled to lees than $3 per barrel, 
that he might make up for lost time; by 
MosLLza, a Gavger, who also received his 
price, and as an additional return therefor 
conveyed advance information to the Ring of 
investigations to be made by Revenue officials ; 
and by Buckzs, the runaway Storekeeper, who 
confessed that he had been foolish enough 
rogue to take the note of the distillers for 
part of his price, and that, though Rosen 
paid binf 6400, the firm had repudiated the 
note, leaving his villainy unrewarded. In 
addition was the testimony of Fond, of the 
rectifying frm of Fend. O. & Oo., that 
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his house, in like manner, received and dis- 
posed of the crooked from PanLuax and 
Ruse. The only difference between the com- 
pact of the defendants with JunkEs and 
RoxlLx and that with Forp, Orrver & Co., as 
disclosed by the testimony, was that the first 
received 15 cents per gallon for their share in 
the steal, while the latter got 20 cents per 
gallon, —a difference of simply 334 per cent. 
With this fatal net of testimony enveloping 
them, it is not easy to see what loophole of 
escape is left for Panuman and Russa, and 
the public will, with lively curiosity, watch 
further proceedings, to see whether their 
counsel will be able to open any avenue of 
escape. 

Incidentally, there has been developed a deal 
of inside information as to the true inward- 
ness of the Chicago Whisky-King; and, in- 
cidentally, it may be observed that the chief 
aim of counsel for the defense evidently has 
been to draw out all the evidence in the 
possession of the Government against the en- 
tire Whisky-Ring, so that, if further trials are 
had, the defendants may know what testimony 
they must meet. It is developed, not merely 
from the testimony of the Ring officials 
sworn, but from the manner of the frauds 
themselves, and their extent and the length of 
time for which they were practiced without 
interruption, that the official section of the 
Ring must have been a deal larger and more 
far-reaching than has yet been disclosed, for 
it was morally impossible that frauds so long 
continued and so easy of detection could have 
gone unexposed save through quite general 
official connivance hereabouts. In view of 
what has been divulged, the public will give 
ready credence to the statement of one of 
the rectifiers called as a witness, that they 
were put to the alternative of stopping busi- 
ness or joining the Ring, and the other state- 
ment of a witness formerly in the Revenue 
service, that he was advised he could choose 
between going in With the thieves or being 
removed. It is also disclosed that Jaxz 
Ream, as collector for the official Ring, 
made levies to the tune of $20,000 
upon a single crooked firm, as though it 
were a common thing for him to do, and 
that it was paid, as of course; and that, be- 
sides, HrsN also collected his political 
funds in the like manner. But, which is 
most important, all the indications go to 
show that the Government isin full posses- 
sion of overwhelming proof against the en- 
tire Ring. 

That, indeed, would appear to be the sole 
result of the excoriating cross-examination 
to which Mr. Storrs subjected the witnesses 
for the Government. He appears to have 
taken the view that the witnesses who, in 
the classic phraseology of the times, 
“squealed,” had been assured of immunity 
from or mitigation of their punishment for 
their share in the crimes they confessed, and 
to have assumed the solemn duty of himself 
administering to them punishment that 
would doubly compensate for that they es- 
caped by squealing. He did it. 


GEN. SHERMAN WANTED IN WASHINGTON. 

The first official act of Secretary Tarr in 
arranging with Gen. SHerman for a transfer 
of the army headquarters is one which wil] 
commend itself to the people of this country 
as eminently sensible and proper. The Na- 
tional Capital, where the War Department is 
located, is the appropriate place for the head- 
quarters of the army in time of peace. It 
would be just as consistent for the United 
States Treasurer to locate himself in St. Louis, 
with the Treasury Department in Washing- 
ton, as it is for the General of the Army to 
locate himself in St. Louis, with the War De- 
partment in Washington. The advantages 
of the immediate proximity of the General of 
the Army to the War Department are alinost 
too apparent to need mention. The economy 
of the change is an important consideration 
in these straitened times. His connection 
with the army will be just as intimate 
in these days of telegraph facili- 
ties, even to the most distant frontier 
post, es if he were in St. Louis. The 
means communication between himself 
and the §ecretary will be greatly improved, 
as well as with the Military Committees of 
Congress, and the Department generally, so 
that for the prompt dispatching of business, 
as well as for its economy, there will be great 
advantages in the change, which no one will 
question excepting the people of St. Louis, 
and this is of very slight if of any conse- 
quence at all. 

There is another very material considera- 
tion. Immediately after the discovery of 
Secretary BeLknap’s disgrace, Gen. Saznman 
stated in an interview with areporter that 
one of the principal causes which led to the 
transfer of the headquarters from Washing- 
ton to St. Louis was the impossibility of his 
living in Washington within his salary, so 
numerous and exacting were the social .de- 
mands made upon him, not only by friends 
and acquaintances, but even by strangers, who 
invaded the privacy of his home and 
expected to be entertained upon the grounds 
that he was a public man. Now, Gen. Sun 
MAN is just the man to go to Washington and 
revolutionize this odious and ruinous system 
of living. There is probably not a man in 
this country who more fully enjoys the public 
confidence, irrespective of partisan consid- 
erations. In his long and useful public 
career, not a corrupt or dishonorable act has 
ever been attributed to him. He has proved 
himself to be an able and skillful officer and 
an upright, exemplary genUeman. His posi- 
tion and reputation enable him to take a bold 
stand with regard to the frivolous conven- 
tionalities and silly, as well as expensive, 
etiquette of fashionable life. The example 
of such a man in Washington would, in the 
first place, be a constant protest against any 
farther corruptions or frauds in the War De- 
partment. In the second place, the example 
of such a man, with courage enough to defy 
the follies and extravagances of fashion, and 
to live strictly within his income, would 
have a very material influence in changing 
the present false condition of social life in 
Washington. It would be of little use for 
any ordmary person to attempt this social 
revolution; but a man like Gen. Saerwan 
could wield a mighty influence, and, as he 
has the disposition to make a fight against 
extravagance, and is a man of frugal and 
economical habit of life, we trust that he will 
employ these weak piping times of peace 
by taking up his position in Washington and 
making as gallant and persistent 2 fight 
against dead-beats, adventurers and adven- 
turesses, spendthrifts, the horde of 
foolish females who follow fashion into its 
most riotous extravagances, and the equally 
large horde of weak men who have not force 
of character enough to resist the reckless 
waste that fashion requires of them. Gen. 
Suzeman is just the man to go to Washington 
and set this silly herd a lesson of living with- 
in their incomes ; just the man to kick inter- 
lopers out of his house, as he kicked them 
out of hiscamp dtring the War; just the 
man to let his friends know they cannot ex- 
pect extravaganes in his house; just the man 
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to set this profligate, fashion- bound society of 
Washington an example in economy, frugal- 
ity, and the old-fashioned virtues. His influ- 
ence in all these respects would be immense, 
and, coupled with the official advantages we 
have indicated, suggests the great importance 
of the change. 


At one time it appeared that there would 
be no adequate musical preparations as a part 
of the Centennial celebration, but of late 
more interest seems to be taken in this im- 
portant feature. Mr. Duptzy Bock has bo- 
gun the rehearsal of a picked chorus of 1,000 
voices, and Mr. Tuzeopors Taomas will con- 
duct the opening exercises of the Exposition.

The double defeat at 
Creedmoor and Dollymount, in 1874 and 1875, is

Owing to the Base-Ball Club wanting to use 
their own grounds, the Football Club been 
obliged to give up the use of them for practice, 
and so are at present out in the cold as far as 
grounds are concerned, though some of them 
may be seen of an evening trying a “spirt” on 
Michigan avenue, which shows that they do not 
mean to be left behind when the raees come off. 

The Club are at present in treaty with Mr. 
Wentworth fer his vacant block bounded by 
Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth streets and 
Miehigan and Wabash avenues, and if they 
secure it (they have the promise of it on certain 
conditions) intend to lay a quarter-mile running 
ftack, base-ball diamond for amateur clubs, a 
football ground, and have it fenced, and good 
dressing-rooms and grand stand erected.

The Club are desirous, if it can be arranged, 
of taking a trip next fall through Canada, plav- 
ing the leading clubs there, then going to Bos 
ton and New Haven, to play Harvard and Yale, 
and home by way of Philadelphia, where it is 
expected they will meet an English 
team, the: Secretary ~~: already written to 
the Secretary of the Rug Football Union, 
London, on this subject, and as a good many 
boating and athletic men are expected from Eu- 
gland to take part in the Centennial regatta and 
games, the arrangement of such a mateh would 
seem a nowise difficult task.

INDIANS IN TROUBLE. 


The Cheyennes and Arapahoes K 
ported Starving. 
St. Lows Repubiucan, March 73. 

Maj. John D. Miles, the Resieent Indian 
Agent of the Cheyenne and Arapaboe Agencies, 
arrived here yesterday, and is stopping at the 
Planters’. Maj. Miles reported that most of the 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes have been out on 
buffalo-hunts since last October. They have 
their squaws and children with them, and are 
camped with their lodges on the borders of the 
Great Staked Plains, about 200 miles west of the 
agency. Powder Face, the head Chief, Left 
Hand, and the Chief, Little Raven, of the Arapa- 
hoes, and Whirlwind, head Chief, and Little Robe, 
of the Cheyennes, are out with the hunting 

y. Thelndians had permission from the 
perintendent of Indian Affairs, at Washing- 
ton, to go out on the hunt. Each tribe has as- 
signed to it one company of United States cav- 
alry, with a commissioned officer to watch the 
ians and prevent them from going on raids. 
Maj. Miles also has an assistant with them, rep- 
resenting the Agency. The number of Indians 
out on the bunt numbers 3,000. 

Before Maj. Miles left the Agency he received 
an order from the Bureau at Washington requir- 
ing the Indians to return to the Agency from 
their bunt. This order was made, it is under- 
stood, at the request of Geo. Pope, in command 
of that military department, on the ground thas, 

hostilities have been commenced 
against the Northern Sioux, i 
that the latter will send  emissaries 
among the Cheyennes and Arapsioes, and spread 
disaffection among them—especially in their 
present detached condition—remote from the 
au of the Agency. There are, besides, 
severai bands of Northern Arapaboes aod Chey- 
ennes arriving on the Souix reservation, and the 
influence of these renegades from their Southern 
friends is feared by the sutborities. 

A few years ag a strong effort was made by 
Mr. Brunot, President of the Board of Indian 
Commissioners, and Col. Robert Campbell, of St. 
Louis, his colleague, to persuade these Northern 
Chéyennes and Arapahoes to join their Southern 
brethren in the Indian Territory. They were 
threatened with being deprived of their annuities 
unless they did so, but they remained deaf to all 
threats or persuasion, and still remain in the 
Red Cloud Reservation. 

The Indians on the Staked Plains are expectea 
to return in from tbe hunt about the ls of 
April. They have been very unsuccessful in

CHEAP HOMES FOR THE PEOPLE, WITH CHEAP SUP 
URPAN TRAINS. 
To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, March 26.—In an article two weeks 
since on the above topie I endeavored to show 
that the running of cheap trains to the saburbs,

FINANCE AND TRADE. 


The Activity of Financial Circles Eclips- 
ed--Dull Demand for Loans. 


New York Exchange in Less De- 
mand--Clearings of the 
Week, 

The Produce Markets Generally Easier, 
in Spite of the Storm. 


FINANCIAL, 


The storm 2 — tendencies to ac- 
tivity might have displayed themselves in local 
finances, The streets were in so unpleasant a state 
that all who could defer business that would take 
them abroad did sa. If the state of the country roads 
conld be made worse, the recent weather will have 
that effect. The applications for loans were scanty 
and unimportant. There is very little remunerative ac- 
tivity on the Board of Trade, and little money is ia 
use earrying stuff. Collections are stall poor, and 
make necessary some borrowing by city business- 
men, The offerings of paper from these sources are in- 
sufficient to keep the funds of the banks in use. 
These institutions consequently see their surplus of 
idle funds increasing. This is a familiar spectacle 
at this time of the year, and excites no ecial remark. 
That witha growing surplus of loanable resources 
the banks should have refused with virtual unanim- 
ity to advance the city any money on ita certificates, 
un very significant expression of their opinion as to 
the value of these securities. 

Rates of discount at the banks were 7(@10 per cent, 

On the street there is a sharp demand for good pa- 
per. Rates range from 7 per cent upwards. 

New Yorkexchange was weak, and sold at 25@50c 
premium between banks far $1,000. 

Country orders for exchangé were smaller, and the 
country movement of currency was light.

INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 

The extreme dulhness of the loan market has ren- 
dered it so difficult to find employment for bank funds 
that some o\ the banks in New York that pay interest 
on balances uve begun to discuss a reduction of the 
rate of interest from 3 to 2 per cent. Some of the 
best banks in that city allow no interest on deposita, 
and that ie the policy pursued by one of the strongest 
of our Chicago banks. A reduction from 4 to 
3 per cent wes made by the leading Chicago 
banks last year, and they, like the New 
York banks, are now considering the propriety of low- 
ering the rate to 2 per cent. The reduction of last 
year has had a perceptible mfluence in diminishing 
balances here, and if the reduction to 2 per cent 
were made there would be stil) less inclination 
on the part of country banks to send their balances to 
Chicago im preference to New York, If business were 
lively, and the deposits for which 2 or 3 per cent was 
paid could be loaned again, less the necessary reserve, 
at 8@10 per cent, there wuuld be some object in afttract- 
ing additional country balances to this point. In the 
present stagnation of finances, the surplus of loanable 
funds is likely to be excessive, and the argument is 
that it is not worth while t pay interest on what can- 
not be used. This is the argument—how far it will 
prevail, and whether there will be any reduction of 
interest here or elsewhere, cannot yet be determined. 
No action has yet been taken, and there has not, in 
Caicago, been any forma! cotisultation on the subject.

CARSON THE 800 UT. 


A Tragical Reminiscence of the War. 
Written for Ihe Chwago Tribune, 

Among the many brave spirits which Chicago 
furnished the Union army in the Rebellion, none 
were braver nor more unmindful of self than 
young Carson. Tail and athletic, the personifi- 
cation and picture of perfect health, and just 
passing from youth to manhood, with a keen 
sense of justice, aud a temperament suited for 
the hazardous career of a soldier, he was as sure 
to enlist in behalf of the Union when it was in 
danger as the sun is to rise in the morning and 
make its exitin the evening, and no doubt put 
his name to the first roll which was presented. 

Having just been admitted to the Bar 
as an attorney, the change of occupa- 
tion and scene when he reached Cairo in May, 
1871, with Barker's Chicago Dragoons, was novel, 
and he was at once alive to everything pertaining 
to the duties of a soldier. Almost his first duty 
was to act as an orderly at Prentiss’ headquar- 
ters. When a change of commanders was made 
—Grant superseding Prentiss—Carson was left 
without service, as Barker and his dragoons had 
euddeniy been ordered away to join McClellan in 
Virginia, forgetting, in the hurry of his depart- 
ure, that the tall dragooa was left behind. When 
Gen. Grant assumed command, the forgotten 
solder was there, and, on beiug questioned, told 
bis story. There was something in the young 
man’s demeanor, acertain air of respectful in- 
dependence, which, coupled with his intelligence, 
impressed Gen. Grant io bis favor, and, after an 
extended interview, the latter discovered that 
the young dragoon had the nerve aud the roman- 
tic desire for the secret or scouting service. 

He was sent into Missouri aod Kentucky on 
several hazardous expeditions, and, acting fully 
up to the spirit ead letter of his instructions, 
did his work well. His education and well- 
trained mind made it unnecessary to give him 
avy written instructions, which lessened bis 
chances of detection in case of capture. Car- 
son’s services had become very valuable, and, as 
be bad the whole charge of the secret service, it 
was proper that he should have a position, and 
be was surprised one morning by receiving from 
Capt. Rawlins (afterward Secretary of War) a 
commission as Captain of Cavairy. The young 
dragoon previous to this had been uncertain as 
to his fate, but now, having a permanent rank. 
be worked with redoubled energy. With the 
Western army in ail ite movements, and fre- 
quently on the enemy's flank, he rendered great 
service in the information he gained before and 
duriog the battles of both Forte Henry and Don- 


elson. 

During the first day's fighting at Shiloh the 
Union troops received fearful reverses. Gen. 
Lew Wallace (Indiana), with his command at 
Crump’s Laudiug, down the river, had at first re- 
fused to obey the verbal orders given him as to 
wher and where he was to form a junction with 
the right wing of the army, and when he did 
move it was too late. Prentiss, on the left, was 
surprised, and, with nearly his whole command, 
was captured without hardly striking a blow, 
while McClernand, in the centre, had received 
the terrible blows of the enemy, maintaining his 
ground tenaciously, and only falling back when 
foarful of being flanked. Here the iron and 
leaden hail fell thick and hot. Appalling was 
the slaughter in both armies ; 2 the slain 
was Illinois’ brave Wallace (W. H. L.) and the 
Rebel commander, Albert Sidney Johnson. 
The situatiou was critical, and the future looked 
dark and gloomy. Something must be done, and 
that quickly. 

Buell, with his army, was known to be march- 
ing through the eountry for this point, and it 
was decided at a hasty consultation between 
Grant and Webster (recently deceased), to 
quicken his movements, if possible. Summon- 
ing Carson, he was put in possession of the 
probabie whereabouts of Buell's advance, and, 
crossing the Tennessee, he pushed his way at a 
rapid pace through dark, dense foreste, and 
over swollen creeks, no obstacle checking his 
speed. After a ride of 20 miles he met the ad- 
vancing army. Quickly relating the condition 
of Grant's position, the officer, no doubt im- 
pressed by the manner in which the young 
soldier told his story, decided not to walt for 
orders, but sending an officer to the rear with 
the information, pushed forward. After a short 
rest for horse and rider, Carson retraced his 
steps, anxious that the beleaguered army might 
learn that succor was near at hand, Reach- 
ing and recrossing the river, he was 
not long in finding the General and 
staff, and proceeded to make his report. Just 


previous to this Gen. Webster had been watch- 
ing @ Rebel battery up the bluff and back from 
the river.

Thus early in the War two of Chicago's brave / 
young hearts—Elisworth and Carson—met tr 
ical deaths: one on the Potomac through — 
ness, and the other on the Tennessee through 
the fortunes of war, having just performed an 
act by which an army was saved and a great bat- 
tle gained.

New Tonk, March 23.—Some time ago I wrote 
you about the remarkably odd ocoupation of a 
party who painted over black eyes and bruised 
noses so as to defy detection.

Her name is Mrs. Mary 
Steiner, and her residence No. 306 West Thirty- 
sixth street. This woman has established what 
may be properly called a Home for Fnendless 
Cats. Her especial mission is to rescue kittens 
and cats from merciless boys, and provide them 
with homes, where they may live in peace and 
enjoy their midvight wooing undisturbed by the 
inhuman wretches who object to the noise, 
The woman is most seriously in earnest, and.

French drama by Victor Sardou, entitled Fer- 
reol,” at the Union Square Theatre.

It 
proceeds upon the assumption that the piece 
will have a great run,“ and the managers are 
usually correct in their anticipations. They run 
great pecuniary risks, and deserve suess for 
their efforts. 

HOW DEBUTS ARE MANAGED. 

** Ferreol was marked on its first representa- 
tion by the debut of Miss Ida Jeffreys, mention- 
ed in last weck 's letter. It was a succees as & 
first appearance, though the part assumed is an 
insignificant one.

Friends 
have been thus created who have stood between 
the debutante and the publw so perfectly that 
sle has been certain of success from the start. 
On the eventfai night the friends were judi- 
ciously distributed in the audience, and upon 
her entrance a vigorous clspping of hands was 
resorted to. Thev, at, the close of her first 
speech, a few bouquets, were thrown at her feet. 
and, later, still another i of bouquets, so that 
this put-up job to make a mediocre actress a 
success in the minds of the audience was rather 
overdone. However, che bad the tact and cour- 
age to bear up under #118 infliction, and in the 
main deserves creditaLie mention. 

HENRY BARGH VICTIMIZED. 

Somebody persueded Henry Bergh to write a 
play, and, next to writing a book, no man 
wishes an enemy worse harm than to be the 
author of a plag. Henry Bergh, as President 
of the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, has hosts of enemies, and they must 
have fairly damced for joy when they saw his 
name announced as the writer of a play called 
Hard Sex,” advertised to be performed at the 
Brooklyn Acwiemy of Music on Monday even- 
ing, March 20. There was no lack of adver- 
tising, but chen the evening came the weather 
was stormy and the rain fell in torrents. The 
resuit wae that Hard Sex” was performed to 
about one hundred people. Mr. Bergh anda 
few frieads occupied one of the proscenium 
boxes, bas the rest of the audience looked like 


drops of vater ina sea of empty benches. The play 


itself was a botch, and now, to cap the climax of 
absurd#y, a writer in a morning paper boldly 
charges that Hard Sex” is a plagiarism of che 
plot of a farce known as The Two Paddi- 
foots,” written by the author of Box and 
Cox.” Few persons who know Henry Bergh 
will believe him guiity of literary piraty or theft 
of ay kind, but the probability is that he has 
beeg duped by some impecunious Bohemian 
wbo has supplied the plot aud play in outline, 
and flattered his vanity by allowing him to write 
out the dialogues and seek credit as a dramatic 
awtbor. 
MOODY AND SANKEY AND THE CATHOLICS. 

It is printed as a sighificant fact that, in re- 
eponse toa request from Messrs. Moody and 
Sankey on St. Patrick's Day, the bands of music 
in the procession were bidden to cease playing in 
the neighborhood of the Hippodrome while re- 
ligious serviceé were in progress therein. This 
was clever sad courteous, and is mentioned as 
especially significant because Mr. Moody in his 
sermons never says anything offensive to the 
Roman Catholics, and on several occasions has 
rebuked speakers who have spoken slightingly 
of Catholicism. He says very justly that he 
hopes to turn impenitent Catholics to repent- 
ance, and that if he allows sectarian prejudices 
to drive away many who have been brought up in 
Catholic families, he can never hope for God's 
blessing on his labors. There is a story current 
that early on his return from Philadelpbia he 
waited upon two devout Catholic priests and 
asked them to attend one of his meetings. He 
said: ‘‘Now you come an o notes; if you 
think it is Moody and Sankéy’s work, say so, but 
if you think the Lord is in it, then come in and 
help ue. If you cannot come in yourself, let 
your people come in, and we won't do them any 
barm.” The priests accepted the invitation, and 
now Brotber Moody has in bis possession a let- 
ter from one of them thanking Him for his cour- 
tesy to Catholics, and wishing himto pray for 
his soul. 

THE APDUCTED SPANIARD. 

The mystery of the missing Spaniard, Manuel 
Halgado, who was reported abducted, and then 
turned up so mysteriously at a down-town hotel, 
seems to be clearing away. The disappearance 
was part of a deep-laid plot toswindle a woman 
in Havana, named Gerona Fernandez, out of 
$30,000. This amount was intrusted to one 
Moreau, brother of the man who was with Hal- 
gado when he disappeared. The money was to 
be used in buying lottery tickets for a specula- 
tion, and the game was to manufacture bogus 
tickets, place them in possession of Halgado, 
and pretend he had been robbed. This was 
adroitly planned, bad not a New York detective 
discovered that the lottery-tickets( which were re- 
ported missing at the time of Halgado’s sup- 
posed kidnapping) were fraudulent. This led to 
a suspicion that the whole affair bad been con- 

for some uniawful purpose, and ulti- 
mately to the discovery of the fact that the 
money intrusted to one of the confederates in 
Havana bas been appropriated to bis own use. 
One of the parties is pow under arrest in this 
city. 

‘ THE COACHING EXTRAVAGANCE, 

It is gravely announced that in a few weeks a 
line of four-borse coaches will regularly ply bo- 
tween the aristocratic precincts of Fifth avenue 


Manor, in Westchester County, the distaace be- 
tween these points being about 17 miles The 
details are printed with a solemnity ill+efitting 
this Centennial year of jubilee! The whole af- 
fair is under asistocratic auspices, and ‘he owner 
of the line, a young millionaire, desigos to drive 
the coach himself. This will doubtless prove a 
new sensation to a man who at 30 is populariy 
supposed to have exbausted the round of phys - 
ical and mental exercises in searching for new 
sensations, but to the average mind it is a fool- 
ish whim, which is hardly justiied by ite re- 
freshing simplicity. It sbngside of an- 
other delusion, to which the same persons who 
are aping English customs tried to foist upou an 
unsuspecting public as a popilar sport, viz.: 
fox-hunting in the New Jersey woods. The 
fox-hunters were there, and so was the fox ; the 
latter avoided the former, andthe former never 
can catch the latter, and thats what spoiled the 
sport of the chase. The Jelham coach will 
serve to remind some peopb hereafter of the 
follies of American youth, aad if it survives an 
auctioneer’s hammer six months, it will be a 
couvipeing proof that all the fools are not dead, 
—no, not by a long shot. 
A NEW INCENDIARY-MA‘HINE DISCOVERED. 
Crowds daily visit an smpty store in Broad- 
way, where there is exhibited a curious contriv- 
ance, which is describefas the Thomas Hell 
Machine, similar to that which exploded at 
Bremerhaven, This s a slight affair in ita in- 
genuity to a new inomdiary-machine discovered 
by one of the adjusters of the Phenix Insurance 
Company of Hartferd, Conn. It was found in 
a baron in Schoharie County, in this State, and 
consists of an arrargement by which a quantity 
of matches would de rubbed against a sand-pa- 
per facing, and soi fire to some combustibies. 
it was arranged ge that the rubbing would be 
caused by a leverige on one of the boards, and 
this leverage vas applied by lessening the 
weight upon it ty allowing dry sand to run down 
a tube. When the sand was exbausted the 
weight of the long end of the board fell down, 
and, in falling. the matches were sure to 
be ignited. It was set and in good working order, 
when a passisg citizen saw the fire produced by 
the contrivasce, and extinguished it before any 
serious damige was done. The insurance com- 
pany is advied to send it to the Centennial. 
THE MEBREW MURDERER RUBENSTEIN. 
Judge Brady having granted a stay of pro- 
ceedings in the case of the convicted murderer 
Rubenstein, which cannot be argued until May, 
the condemned mau has a respite until the mat- 
ter is fwally disposed of. He was to bave been 
banged to-morrow. It is impossible to compress 
into s brief paragraph an idea of the intense 
excitement among the Hebrew population of 
this city and Brooklyn in relation to the 
tubenstein case, for, notwithstanding the fac: 
this the victim was a Jew, and ber relations all 
Jews, many of them thirsting for vengeance 
a minst liubenstein, the Hebrew clergy and 
csizens generally have taken ground that his 
q@aviction is due to the fact that he is a Jew, 
sand that there is one law for the Jew and 


another for the Gentile. Until Judge Brady’s 
decisi6u Rubenstein was treated with great 
severity by his jailers, but as soon as the stay 
was granted no unusual restraint was con- 
tinued. His friends can now send him anything 
they like,—books, food, or cloihbing,—same as 
other prisoners. He danced for joy when he 
first heard the news. 
A FAST NEWSPATER TRAIN TO BOSTON. 

The New York journals under present ar- 
ruugements do not reach Boston until nearly 
5 p. m., and certain newspaper proprietors, find- 
ing that they cannot persuade the Government 
authorities to establish it for them, are nego- 
tiating a route which will enable them to serve 
Boston subscribers early in the day. The plan 
is to run @ fast steamer to Stonington, leaving 
here at 3 a. m., arriving at Stonington at 9:50, 
Providence 10:30, and Boston 11:40. There is 
something grotesque in this plan of trying to 
supply Bostonians with New York papers so 
early as to make them desirable. The New 
Haven Railroad people offered to place a bag- 
gage-car in New Haven in two hours, Hartford in 
three hours and a half, Springfieid four hours 
and a quarter, and Boston six hours and a half 
from New York. Starting the train from this 
city at half-past 3, this time would land the 
morning papers in the Hub by 10 a. m., rather 
late for the breakfast-table it is true, but beat- 
ing the evening papers of that city. It may 
turn ont that the boat programme will be 
abandoned. and the railroad train used the 
whole distance. 

A SAGACIOUS POLICE COMMISSIONER. 

A Solomon in the Police Board is tbe latest 
revelation. Commissioner Erhardt is his name, 
and it happened thusly: A German landlord 
wishing to eject a non-paying tenant, tried the 
expedient of breaking the windows so as to 
make it uncomfortable for the occupants. While 
so engaged a policeman arrested him, and de- 
spite his explanation that he was breaking his 
own windows, lugged the irate landlord off to 
the station-house. The next day he complained 
to the Commissioner of the act of the patroi- 
man. The Cemmissiover summoned the latter, 
and, after hearing both sides patiently, he said 
the policeman must be disaiissed, but he advised 
the landlord henceforth to keep his blinds tight- 
ly closed, because, be sdilingly remarked, ‘‘ the 
patrolmen, after this experience, won't dare to 
make any arrests for breaking windows unless 
they are sure the guilty parties are not the own- 
ers ot the property.“ The landlord saw the 
point at once, withdrew the charge, and tue pa- 
trolman went on his way rejoicing. 

HOW THE BROOKLYN MAYOR WAS FOOLED. 

A few days ago Mayor Schroeder, of Brook- 
lyn, sent a message to the Aldermen of that 
city infotming them that certain temperance 
advocates had been in the habit of laying infor- 
mation against saloon-keepers for violating the 
Suoday law, and then withdrawing the complaint 
on the payment of money. He intimated that 
this was nothing more or less than blackmail, 
and recommended an investigation. The charges 
were mainly aimed at an ex-liquor-seller named 
Oliver Colter, who is employed by the Brooklyn 
Temperance Union to prosecute liquor-sellers 
who violate the laws regulating the traffic. The. 
names of several liquor-dealers were printed as 
witnesses who couid substantiate the charges, 
but, when they were interviéwed, behold they de- 
nied any knowledge of the subject, Finally, it 
was stated by several of the liquor-sellers that 
the whole story was an imposition, and that the 
Mayor had been badly sold by some newspaper- 
reporters. The affair in the meantime was 
taken up by Mr. Colter and his friends of the 
‘Temperance Union, and they came vigorously to 
the front, demanding an investigation. The 
Brooklynites are laughing heartily over the way 
in which their Mayor has been victimized in the 
matter. 

THE CHAMPION BANKRUPT. 

The party who deserves to wear this title 
henceforth is named George T. Porter, an insur- 
ance broker, who has been thrown into bank- 
ruptcy, his echedule showing liabilities to the 
amount of $40,000, and assets as follows: Por- 
tions of three suits of cloths and ten changes of 
undergarments of unknown value.” Under these 
circumstances, it seems a little singular that 
there should be strife among his creditors rel- 
ative tothe appointment of an Assignee. A 
choice could not be made. One creditor re- 
marked that Mr. Porter was making himself too 
busy with the creditors, and seeking undue ad- 
vantages. The meeting actually adjourned 
without appointing anybody to divide the three 
suite and parts of undergarments.’ This state- 
ment of the case, ludicrous as it may seem, con- 
veys but a faint idea of the enormity of Porter's 
offenses. As an insurance broker, his duty was 
to collect premiums, deduct his commissions, 
and pay the residue to the companies. He did 
not do this, however, but engaged in a New 
Jersey land speculation. It was the ola Califor- 
nia case of positive mine, comparative miner, 
superlative minus! The more land he bought 
the poorer he was, and thus passed away the 
glory of the champion bankrupt. 

HALLELUJAHS OF THE EMIGRANT SWINDLERS. 

The United States Supreme Court having de- 

ded that the law of this State levying a bead- 
mouey tax on all emigrants arriving from 
abroad, the duties of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners are virtually at an end, unless they re- 
ceive aid from the tate to carry on their work. 
Theoretically it isa good thing for any port to 
allow emigrants to arrive on ite shores without 
any tax, and it will save the steamslup com- 
panies o sums of money. But the abohtion 
of this d means along train of evils to 
te emigrant. By the taxes hitherto collected a 
fund has been raised to maintain itals and 
a protective system which took care of the sick 
and guarded the well from the emi t thieves 
and swindlers who have always infested this 
great city. Now they are delighted with the 
prospect of soon regaining their lost oppor- 
tunities to waylay, rob, and plunder the ignorant 
emigrants, unless some effective substitute for 
the present system be speedily adopted.

NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES UY THE TAX-PATERS’ 
CONVENTION. 

The Nominating Convention appointed by the 
caucus of tax-payers of Hyde Park last Wednes- 
day met yesterday afternoon in Flood’s Hall. 
There was a very large attendance of outsiders, 
and ‘the impression was general that the Con- 
vention had it in its power to nominate the offi- 
cers who should administer the affairs of the 
village for the ensuing year; while, on the other 
hand. there was danger that its work might be 
so disastrous as to continue in power the tools 
of the present extravagant ring. 

Since the Sherman House caucus, there has 
been some talk that this movement was a out- 
and-dried affair like that of last year. This sus- 
picion has been raised not on account of any in- 
herent pecuuarity of the caucus, but simply bo- 
cause it was held atthe same place as that of 
last year. 

This year about 300 invitations were issued to 
various property-owners and residents of the 
village to attend a meeting at the Sherman 
Honse on Wednesday. The number who attend- 
ed has been variously estimated at from fifty to 
100, and the same method of procedure as that 
of last vear was adopted. Forty-two delegates 
were chosen, and the diversity of their opinions 
was manifestly so great that no suspicioa of a 
packed convention could be entertained. ‘This 
was clearly evident when the Convention began 
its work, there being a prolonged struggle over 
several of the offices, ending in most instances 
with the selection of men, who had not been 
previously mentioned for the places.

PROF. RROCTOR. 
“OTHER WORLDS THAN OURS.” 

The third lecture by Prof. Proctor was deliv- 
ered last eveving at Farwell Hall on Other 
Worlds than Ours.” He began by saying that 
he had come to a portion of his subject that was 
not exactly within the scope of science. There 
was, however, areal scieotifio interest in the 
movements of other worlds. Their relations to 
other bodies was chiefly interesting as bearing 
upon the whole structure of the universe. He 
wished to bring forward a theory that every 
planet had its place. its growth, and death, which 
were governed by certain rules. This 
was different. from the theory which 
had been advocated dy scientific mea 
for many years. Science had never attacked 
religion, though it frequently came in conflict 
with it. Science simply brought forward facts. 
The idea of evolution, which he had brought for- 
ward ip previous lectures, was one which had 
been accepted by every student of astronomy. 
He had a theory in regard to pianets, which was 
that every one had its germination, its period of 
growth, and ita periods of decay and destruc- 
tion. He had shown how that theory had been 
illustrated by the moon, and the rule might be 
applied equally to the earth and to every planet. 
When it us considered that the beginning of a 
planet is entirely isolated from the beginning of 
all others, it will be seen that no two present 
exactly the same stage of existence. 

Tue room was darkened and a picture was er- 
hibued ou the wall, with the sun in the centre, 
with the earth and other planets revolving 
areund it. Another view showed Mars, the 
Earth, Venus, and Mercury. The lecturer ex- 
plained that by reason of their peculiar move- 
mente it was difficult to observe any of them ex- 
cept when they were on the opposite side of the 
sun. Another picture gave the relative sizes of 
the planets, showing that Venus was nearest of 
any to the size of the Earth. 

veral partial views of Venus and Mercury 
were given, having such indications upon them 
as compelled the conclusion that they had an 
atmosphere. The twilight signs upon a portion 
of Venus taken during the recent transit con- 
firmed the idea that it was possessed of an at- 
mosphere. When che planet was just entering 
its transit, it was surrounded by a rim of light, 
which was nothing more than the light of the 
sun raised above the horizon by refraction. 
Having proved that the planet had an 
atmosphere, was it not. natural that it was 
assing through a stage of preparation for 
ife? Yet the seasons of Venus were most 
remarkable. Its summer season was extraor- 
dinarily hot, and at midnight the sun was still 
burning hot. In the winter it suffered intense 
cold, so that it was thus unfitted for habitation, 
solely on account of ts tion and ite axis. 
Apparently, therefore, the planet had failed in 
its purpose. 

In regard to the moon, the lecturer stated 
that ite orbit indicated it to be a plauet similar 
to the earth in every respect. The planet Mars, 
when in cosjunction with the earth, 
which bhappeos very rarely, shines with 
a very great brilliancy, but, in order to 
be observed, requires very favorable conditions. 
It presents vast fields of snow. Land and sea 
have very strange couformities, the former 
largely predominating. It would seem that 
it was very fit for the reception of human 
life. Still it must be remembered that the 
planet is smaller than the earth and sooner cool- 
ed, more remote from the sun, and therefore so 
bleak aud cold as to preclude life. 

The family of asteroids was innumerable, and 
could not be measured, though it had been esti- 
mated that they varied from 200 wiles to 16 miles 
in diameter. They had, doubtless, sustained life, 
though for only a short time. 

The planet Jupiter, — 800 times larger 
than the earth, was very erent from it. It 
seemed likely that it was in an intermediate 
state between a planet and a sun. There was 
not a single fact to show that Jupiter was like 
the earth. A fraction of Jupiter exhibited a 
large quantity of clouds and a very dense at- 
mosphere. The planet was crossed by several 
cloud belts, which were visible even when they 
were on tife dark side of the planet. It shines 
with more light than could be reflected from the 
sun, and appears to have some light of its own. 
The planet Neptune changes in shape frequent- 
ly. its usual form being oval, but

a great beat in the centre of the planet. An- 
other view showed the entire heavens of the 
northern hemisphere, giving millions of suns. 
Tbe lecturer concluded that out of all these 
bodies there were countless numbers which were 


inhabited.

then sets forth that at the meetings of the 
Town Board of Auditors salaries were ille- 
allowed to these officers as follows:

Town Clerk, $1,500; Collect- 
This action is charged to be illegal, 
because no allowance can be made for expenses 
in advance of their incurment, and because the 
salaries allowed are contrary to law. Thus, 
whereas the necessary expenses of the town, as 
found by the County Board, are but $15,000, the 
Board of Auditors of the town has appropriated 
$25,000. It is not denied that there are neces- 
sary extra expenses, but not so large as claimed, 
and that they can only determined after the 
work is done, and upon p rly certified vouch- 
ers. It ie set forth that the appropriation of 
over $22,000 for old mdeptedness is illegal, 
having been incurred in the issuance of 
vouchers to former town officers in part pay- 
ment for illegal fees, the amount actually 
issued thus contrary to law being unknown, be- 
cause no sight of the books can be had. The 
next semi-annual meeting of the Board of Audit 
is set for March 28, and petitioners fear that 
these officers will procure the allowance to them 
at that time of the illegal fees before mentioned. 
They therefore ask that these ofticers come into 
court and make a full, itemized, and complete 
statement of the financis! affairs of the town, 
setting out the vouchers and books, and that an 
injunction be granted restraining the Board of 
Audit from allowing the proposed illegal fees, 
at least until such hearing can be had and the 
rights of petitioners and of the citizens of the 

South Town in general be determined.

3. The robberies have occurred between the hours of 
7o’clock p. m. and 6 o’clock a, m., and this being a 
time in which letters are not collected, no person is 
authorized to tamper with the bors. Patrolmen are 
directed to watch closely in the night time the move- 
ments of any suspicious-looking persons who may be 
loitering on street-coraers where boxes are located on 
their respective beats. 

4. Letier-carriers and persons suthorized to collect 
the mails are furn'shed with passes by which they can 
be recognizel, but it is understood that the duties of 
such persons do not require that the mails be collected 
between the hours mentioned in Sec. 3 of the order.
